Court  strikes  city  ordinance  aimed  at  pro-life  centers 


WASHINGTON  (BP)  -  A  Bal¬ 
timore  pro-fife  pregnancy  help 
center  has  gained  another  court 
victoiy  over  the  dt/s  attempt 
•to  require  it  to  communicate 
government-mandated  infor¬ 
mation  to  women  seeking  the 
center's  assistance. 

The  US.  Court  of  Appeals 
for  the  Fourth  Clicuit  in  Kkh- 
nx>Dd,  Va.,  ruled  Jan.  5  that  a 
Baltimore  ordinance  violates 
the  US.  Constitution's  nrst 
Amendment  free-ipeech  clause 
by  orderii^  pro-life  centers  to 
display  signs  tiiat  announce 
they  60  not  provide  abortiotts 
or  contraceptives  or  make  re¬ 
ferrals  for  the  services. 

In  its  unanimous  opinion,  a 
three-judge  p^l  of  the  Fourth 
Grcuh  desmbed  as  "particu¬ 
larly  troublii  g*  that  the  ordi¬ 
nance  "compds  speech  from 
pro-life  pregnancy  centers,  but 
noi  other  pregnancy  clinics  that 
offer  or  refer  for  abioftion.” 

This  is  a  positive  ruling  for  a 
culture  of  life,”  Daniel  Doling, 
vice  president  for  communica¬ 
tions  at  the  Southern  Baptist 
Ethics  and  Religious  liMity 
Commission  (ERLC)  in  Nash-

The  ERLC  aids  Gospel- 
focused  pregnancy  centers 
through  its  Psalm  139  Project, 
which  provides  funds  to  pur¬ 
chase  and  place  ultrasound  ma¬ 
chines  in  such  centers. 

In  a  written  statement,  Mark 
Rienzi,  senior  counsel  at  Becket 
Law  which  represented  the  cen¬ 
ter  that  filed  the  lawsuit,  said 
the  opinion  "confirms  that  gov¬ 
ernment  has  no  place  mandat¬ 
ing  speech  —  especially  speech 
associated  witn  deeply-held 


retiipous  beUeferthe  [Greater 
Bahmiore  Center  for  Pregnan¬ 
cy  Concerns]  can  now  continue 
helping  women  in  need  wititout 
the  government  telling  them 
bow  to  talk  about  abortion.* 

The  Baltimore  ordinance 
was  believed  to  be  the  first  of  its 
kind  in  an  American  city  when 
it  was  approv^  in  2009,  but 
other  jurisdictions  have  enact¬ 
ed  similar  mandates  since  then. 
One  such  requirement  is  before 
the  U3.  Supreme  Court. 

The  justices  announced  in 
November  they  vrould  rule  on 
a  2015  California  law  that  re¬ 
quires  pro-life  pregnancy  cen¬ 
ters  to  notify  th^  clients  of  the 
availability  of  aboitfon  services 
elsewhere.  It  appears  oral  argu¬ 
ments  win  be  in  March  or  April, 
with  a  nilii^  experied  bmre 
the  court  adjourns  in  late  June 
or  early  July. 

The  states  of  Hawaii  and  Il¬ 
linois  hav^  adopted  laws  simi¬ 
lar  to  California's,  and  some 
#ities  have  appitr^  signage 
ordinances  comparable  to  M- 
timore  s  measure.

The  centers'  services  also  . 
include  medical  consuhationB, 
ba^  clothing  and  diapers,  job 
training,  mentoring  programs, 
post-abortion  counseling,  and 
prenatal  and  parenting  classes. 
Abort  on  dimes  typica&y  do  not 
provide  many  of  these  services. 

In  the  Fourth  Circuit  deci¬ 
sion,  the  panel  said  it  does  "not 
begrudjge  the  City  its  viewpoint. 
But  neither  may  the  City  disfri- 
vor  only  those  1^0  disagree." 

The  dangers  of  compelled 
speech  in  an  area  as  ideolou- 
cally  sensitive  and  spiritually 
fraught  as  this  one  require  that 
the  government  not  overplay  its 


hand,*  aocorffing  to  the  ndfeg. 

"After  seven  years  of  Btfep 
tion  and  a  1,295-page  reeosd 
before  us,  the  City  does  not 
identify  a  single  example  of  a 
woman  who  entered  the  Great¬ 
er  Baltimofe  Center's  writing 
room  under  the  misimpifrion 
that  she  could  obtain  an  abor¬ 
tion  there." 

Carol  Crews,  the  center's  ex¬ 
ecutive  director,  said  in  a  writ¬ 
ten  release,  *We  are  committed 
to  serving  women  in  need  in  a 
way  that  respects  their  choices, 
comforts  thra  in  a  difficult  tim^ 
and  is  in  line  %vith  our  missioii. 
This  court  ruling  means  that  we 
can  do  our  job  and  the  govern¬ 
ment  can't  tell  us  what  to  say  or 
how  to  say  it." 

The  Fourth  Circuit  has  con¬ 
sidered  the  case  three  times.  It 
first  affirmed  a  federal  judge’s

His  name  was  Chief  Standing  Bear 
of  the  Ponca  Native  American  trflie. 
Chief  Standing  Bear  feas  on  trial  for  re¬ 
fusing  to  stay  on  the  leservatioo  the  fed¬ 
eral  aoverBBMnt  had  foited  he  and  his 
fami^  in  which  to  live.  The  Chief  was 
simp^  attempthw  to  bury  his  eldest  son 
at  a  focatfon  of  nis  own  choosing.  His 
son  died  after  suocumhii^  to  malaria 
and  starvatioo.  Chief  Stanmng  Bear  was 
honoring  his  son's  wishes,  but  ^  doing 
so,  he  broke  the  ludicroiis  law  ofieaving 
the  reservatioQ. 

At  his  trial.  Chief  Standing  Bear  was 
given  permiaaion  to  speak.  Among  his 
words  were,  *That  hand  is  not  the  color 
of  yours,  but  if  I  inick  it,  the  blood  wiD 
flow,  and  I  shall  m  pain.  *The  blood  is 
of  the  same  color  as  wurs.  God  made 
me,  and  I  am  a  man.”^ 

On  May  12,  1S79,  Judge  Elmer  S. 
Oun^  niira  thM  "an  Indian  is  a  person” 
within  the  meaning  of  habess  corpus.  He 
stated  that  the  federal  govenumot  had 
foiled  to  show  a  basis  under  law  t  V  the 
Poncas'  arrest  and  captivity. 


It  was  a  landmark  case,  recognizing 
that  an  Indian  is  a  "person*  under  the 
law  and  entiried  to  n  rights  and  pro¬ 
tection.  "The  right  of  expatriatioa  is  a 
natural,  inherent  and  inalienable  right 
and  eztehds  to  the  Indian  as  well  as 
to  the  more  fortunate  «vhite  raoe,*  the 
ju^  concluded.
